RUSSIA N J E T S 
SWARMS of Russian jet fighters in the 
Koiean skies caused General Vandenb erg, 
Air Force chief of staff, to visit the b attle 
fr>>nt late last fall. He returned with a gen­ 
erally ' reassuring appraisal ot what he 
found here. Ho did not feel that U.S. forces 
were in immediate danger of losing control 
of the air. 
But Korea has spelled out some harsh 
truths for U S. air strategists. Korea has 
shown that Russia has jet fighters 
good 
as the b est this country has availab le and 
can put them in northeastern Asia in num ­ 
b ers Uncle Sam cannot match. 
There are now an estimated 750 Russian 
MIGS just across the Yalu. These planes 
have b een sent to M anchuria despite the 
fact the Soviet government has worries in 
Europe and no doub t keeps in mind the 
necessity of protecting Russian industry 
from b omb ing attack in case of war. 
Korea has proven, then, that Russian air 
defense in term s of jet interceptors is al­ 
ready very strong. P erhaps it would now 
b e impossib le for U.S. planes to b omb Red 
b ases in Manchuria in the event of a per­ 
m anent b reakdown of peace talks. These 
Russian jets have not stopped U.S. b omb ­ 
ing attacks on North Korea, b ut their pres­ 
ence might persuade the high command 
that there would b e no profit in going fur­ 
ther afield. 
Russia’s strength in jet interceptors may 
also lower the advantage for the U.S. of 
the atom b omb , less potent already 
b e­ 
cause Russia now has that weapon. There 
is no complete defense against the atom 
b omb . But what if b omb ers cannot 
g e t 
through 'in num b ers to m ake strategic 
b omb ing effective? Jets can shoot down 
conventional b omb ers as if they were sit­ 
ting ducks. 


NO F E A R IN E U R O P E 
IF' THE people of Western European na­ 
tions live in fear of a 
Russian invasion 
they give little indication of it. 
General 
Eisenhower hasn t m ade much progress in 
creating a comb ined military force to de­ 
fend Europe. European nations do not act 
as if they are unduly alarmed. 
Washington has b een proceeding on the 
presumption that if Western Europe were 
left on its own defense Russia would move 
in over-night. The purpose of a strong Al­ 
lied military force in Europe was to coun­ 
ter Russian aggression b efore the 
W e s t 
could b e invaded and sub jugated. 
Britain and F'rance seem to have little 
fear of such an eventuality and are leaving 
to the United States the main b urden of 
European defense. 
There seems to b e no way in which this 
country can determine whether Europe is 
convinced there is no present danger from 
Russia except b y threatening to pull out. 
Such action would reveal how secure E ur ­ 
ope really feels.

Authors, writing for magazine or b ook 
pub lisher4', play wrights, lecturers, actors 
a n d all sorts of energetic' and hopeful per­ 
sons find the ladder ot success covered 
with unproductive persons who have some 
kir.u of special “ in” for selling other peo­ 
ple’s services. Such commissions range 
from 5 to 55 per cent and usually fine de­ 
vices are conceived to make part of the 
co mmissio n seem to b r for some special 
service. 
The shooting of a ten percenter b y Walter 
Wanger naturally stimulated curiosity as 
to the b reed, which in Holly wood is espe­ 
cially prolific. The agent there is a very 
engaging person, usually associated with 
one or another of a few terrifically power­ 
ful (to use a Hollvwoodian expression) 
agencies that exercise a vast influence, 
often in restraint of wisdom, 
if not of 
trade 
In New York State, a fee of more than 
five per cent is illegal and the agent collect­ 
ing more is ipso facto guilty of a misde­ 
meanor and can lose his license. Few of 
the pay ers of these commissions know that 
there is such a law and therefore pay what 
they arc asked to, in the hope of further 
engagements. 
The law is specific, so far as New York 
State is concerned, and as much ff the b us­ 
iness is transacted here, it would b e ad­ 
vantageous to those who are b eing gy pped 
to read Article II, Section 185 of the Gen­ 
eral Business Law of the State of New 
York. 
It is true that the agents have b een ac­ 
tive in try ing to get the legislature to pass 
more favorab le provisions. In this they 
have failed, thus far, as they should. 
The law provides that in all theatrical 
b usiness, except vaudeville or circus en­ 
gagements, commissions shall not “ in any 
case exceed the gross amount of five per 
centum of the wages or salary of the en­ 
gagem ent when the engagement is 
l e s s 
than ten weeks; and an amount of five per 
centum of the salary or wages per week 
for ten weeks ol a season’s engagement 
constituting ten weeks or more. . 
The law further say s: 
i 
“ A licensed person conducting any e m ­ 
ploy ment agency under this article shall 
not receive or accept any valuab le thing or 
gift as a fee or in lieu thereof. No such li­ 
censed person shall divide or share, either 
directly or indirectly . . 
Well, there it is. In New York S t a t e , 
where radio and television originate and 
where most of the concert singers and 
many name b ands sign on and authors 
write play s and scripts and all that sort of 
stuff, only five per cent may b e c ha r ge d - 
only that much and no more. 
Now, that raises the question of how the 
IO percenters operate. Apparently , they or 
their lawy ers have discovered a way 
of 
evading m isdem eanors or perhaps those 
pub lic officials who are supposed to see 
that the law is enforced, pay no attention 
to it. Or may b e they sign the contracts in 
California instead of in New York. It is a 
misdemeanor like doub le-parking, which is 
also evaded,

lf Child Gets A Rash In Winter 
He May Be Allergic To Wool 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDISKN, M O. 
SOME of the most common, 
every day materials can cause a 
severe allergic reaction In people 
who are sensitive to them. Wool 
clothing, for example, can cause 
more or less serious eczema In 
children. 
Many children b reak out with 
a rash with the onset of cold 
weather and the condition lasts 
through winter and spring. These 
same children may b e entirely 
free of a rash during the summer j 
or warm months. Often, the rash J 
is recognized as eczema, a skin 
disease tha t b rings redness, small 
pim ples and b listers, oozing, 
enisling and scaling of the skin. 
When a child shows this ty pe o f 
rash in the winter, look for an 
allergy to wool. Young children 
are smothered in wool during the 
winter months — wo o l mittens, 
snowsuits, sweaters, scarves and 
socks. You can thus expect to find 
the rash most prom inent around 
the front of the neck, the ankles 
and wrists, the b ack o f the hands 
and the arms and legs. 
Of course, not all children with 
winter eczema ere sensitive to 
wool, b ut a great numb er of such 
cases can b e traced to woolen 
clothing. There Is no reason to re­ 
main In doub t lf y ou suspect an 
allergy , for it Is now fairly easy 
to make a skin test to confirm a 
diagnosis. 
If the test proves tha t y our 


child has such an allergy , ha 
should avoid, as much as possib le, 
the wearing of wool against th# 
skin. This is not alway s simple, 
b ut a b it of planning on y our part 
can usually prevent the rash. 
Often such children can wear 
woolen clothing lf the skin first 
Is completely co v ered with co tto n 
so that no wool comes In co ntact 
with the skin. A white co tto n 
scarf should b e worn around th# 
neck to protect the skin fro m 
woolen outer clothing. 
If a child already has eczema, 
the doctor can b est prescrib e the 
proper salve to b e Applied to the 
rash. This will not only help clear 
it up, b ut will protect It fro m 
further irritation. Usually , a piece 
of sterile gauze over the salve also 
helps to protect the rash fro m 
clothing irritation. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
E. N.: W hat causes a sharp, 
cramping pain aro und the heart 
tha t lasts ab out a minute and 
then disappears? It usually ap­ 
pears after I get ex cited o r wo rk 
hard? 
Answer: Possib ly y o u are suf­ 
fering from a form of 
ang ina, 
which means that y o u hav e an 
insufficient b lood supply fo r y our 
heart when y ou over-exert y o ur­ 
self. 
It would b e advisab le for y ou to 
consult y our phy sician ab out this 
m atter.

SWARMS of Russian jct fighters in the 
Korean skies caused General Vandenberg, 
Air Force chief of staff, to visit the battle 
1 front late last fall. He returned with a gen­ 


e r a lly reassuring appraisal of what he 
found here. He did not feel that U.S. forces 
were in immediate danger of losing control 
of the air. 
But Korea has spelled out some harsh 
truths for U S. air strategists. Korea has 
shown that Russia has jet fighters 
good 
as the best this country has available and 
can put them in northeastern Asia in num­ 
bers Uncle Sam cannot match. 
There are now an estimated 750 Russian 
MIGs just across tile Yalu. These planes 
have been sent to Manchuria despite the 
fact the Soviet government has worries in 
Europe and no doubt keeps in mind the 
necessity of protecting Russian industry 
from bombing attack in case of war. 
Korea has proven, then, that Russian air 
defense in terms of jet interceptors is al­ 
ready very strong. Perhaps it would now’ 
be impossible for U.S. planes to bomb Red 
bases in Manchuria in the event of a per­ 
manent breakdown of peace talks. These 
Russian jets have not stopped U.S. bomb­ 
ing attacks on North Korea, but their pres­ 
ence might persuade the high command 
that there would be no profit in going fur­ 
ther afield. 
Russia’s strength in jet interceptors may 
also lower the advantage for the U.S. of 
the atom bomb, less potent already 
be­ 
cause Russia now has that weapon. There 
is no complete defense against the atom 
bomb. But what if bombers cannot 
g e t 
through 'in numbers to make strategic 
bombing effective** Jets can shoot down 
conventional bombers as if they were sit­ 
ting ducks. 


NO FE A R IN EU R O PE 
IF THE people of W estern European na­ 
tions live in fear of a 
Russian invasion 
they give little indication of it. 
General 
Eisenhower hasn’t made much progress in 
creating a combined military force to de­ 
fend Europe. European nations do not act 
as if they are unduly alarmed. 
Washington has been proceeding on the 
Pf csumption that if Western Europe were 
left on its own defense Russia would move 
in over-night. The purpose of a strong Al­ 
lied military force in Europe was to coun­ 
ter Russian aggression before the W e s t 
could be invaded and subjugated. 
Britain and France seem to have little 
fear of such an eventuality and are leaving 
to the United States the main burden of 
European defense.

George F.. Sokolskv’s 
These Days 
LAFF-A-DAY 


The world these days seems to be full of 
five percenters and ten percenters and 
even those who take more than that for 
services rendered or unrendered. These 
agents are presumed to have some nexus 
with fame and glory. 


I 
Authors, writing for magazine or book 
publishers, playwrights, lecturers, actors 
and all sorts of energetic and hopeful per­ 
sons find the ladder of success covered 
with unproductive persons who have some 
kinu of special “in” for selling other peo­ 
ple’s services. Such commissions range 
from 5 to 55 per cent and usually fine de­ 
vices are conceived to make part of the 
commission seem to be for some special 
service. 
The shooting of a ten percenter by Walter 
Wanger naturally stimulated curiosity as 
to the breed, which in Hollywood is espe­ 
cially prolific. The agent there is a very 
engaging person, usually associated with 
one or another of a few terrifically power­ 
ful (to use a Hollvwoodian expression) 
agencies that exercise a vast influence, 
often in restraint of wisdom, 
if not of 
trade. 
In New York State, a fee of more than 
five per cent is illegal and the agent collect­ 
ing more is ipso facto guilty of a misde­ 
meanor and can lose his license. Few of 
the payers of these commissions know that 
there is such a law and therefore pay what 
they are asked to. in the hope of further 
engagements. 
The law is specific, so far as New York 
State is concerned, and as much af the bus­ 
iness is transacted here, it w’ould be ad­ 
vantageous to those who are being gypped 
to read Article II, Section 185 of the Gen­ 
eral Business Law of the State of New 
York. 
It is true that the agents have been ac­ 
tive in trying to get the legislature to pass 
more favorable provisions. In this they 
have failed, thus far, as they should. 
The law provides that in all theatrical 
business, except vaudeville or circus en­ 
gagements, commissions shall not “ in any 
case exceed the gross amount of five per 
centum of the wages or salary of the en­ 
gagement when the engagement is I e s s 
than ten weeks; and an amount of five per 
centum of the salary or wages per week 
for ten weeks ol a season’s engagement 
constituting ten weeks or more. . 
The law further says: 
“A licensed person conducting any em ­ 
ployment agency under this article shall 
not receive or accept any valuable thing or 
gift as a fee or in lieu thereof. No such li­ 
censed person shall divide or share, either 
directly or indirectly. . 
Well, there it is. In New York S t a t e , 
where radio and television originate and 
where most of the concert singers and 
many name bands sign on and authors 
write plays and scripts and all that sort of 
stuff, only five per cent mav he ch a rg ed - 
only that much and no more. 
Now, that raises the question of how the 
IO percenters operate. Apparently, they or 
their lawyers have discovered a way of 
evading misdemeanors or perhaps those 
public officials who are supposed to see 
that the law is enforced, pay no attention 
to it.

DIET AND HEALTH 


lf Child Gets A Rash In W inter 
He M ay Be Allergic To W ool

SOME of the m ost com m on, 
everyday m aterials can cause a 
severe allergic reaction In people 
who are sensitive to them . Wool 
clothing, for exam ple, can cause 
m ore or less serious eczem a In 
children. 
Many children break out w ith 
a rash w ith th e onset of cold 
w eather and the condition lasts 
th rough w inter and spring. T hese 
sam e children m ay be entirely 
free of a rash during th e sum m er 
or warm m onths. O ften, th e rash 
is recognized as eczem a, a skin 
disease th a t brings redness, sm all 
p im p le s a n d b lis te rs , o o zin g , 
crusting and scaling of th e skin. 
W hen a child show s th is type of 
rash in the w inter, look for an 
allergy to wool. Y oung children 
are sm othered in wool du rin g th e 
w inter m o n th s— wool m itte n s .i 
snow suits, sw eaters, scarves and 1 
socks. You can th u s expect to find 
th e rash m ost p ro m in en t around 
th e fro n t of th e neck, th e ankles j 
and w rists th e back of th e h ands 
and th e arm s and legs. 
Of course, not all ch ild ren w ith 
w inter eczem a ere sensitive to 
wool, but a g reat num ber of such 
cases can be traced to woolen 
clothing. T here is no reason to re ­ 
m ain in doubt lf you suspect an 
allergy, for It Is now fairly easy j 
to m ake a akin test to confirm a 
diagnosis. 
If th e te st proves th a t your 


child has such an allergy, he 
should avoid, as m uch as possible, 
the w earing of wool against the 
skin. This is not alw ays simple, 
but a bit of planning on your p a rt 
can usually prevent th e rash. 
O ften such children can wear 
woolen clothing lf th e skin first 
is com pletely covered w ith cotton 
so th a t no wool com es in contact 
w ith th e skin. A w hite cotton 
scarf should be worn around the 
neck to protect th e skin from 
woolen o uter clothing. 
If a child already has eczema, 
th e doctor can best prescribe the 
proper salve to be applied to the 
rash. This will not only help clear 
it up, but will protect it from 
fu rth e r irritatio n . Usually, a piece 
of sterile gauze over the salve also 
helps to protect th e rash from 
clothing irritatio n .

You and I and our ch ildren con 
stanlly striv e to 
feel

and to cause oth ers to th ink th at 
we are. It may not be, of course, 
our conscious purpose to do so Hu­ 
m an nature prompts us to seek self- 
importance unawares, 
One way we hav e, when we are 
not watching ourselv es, of g ain­ 
ing feeling s of self importance, is 
by annoy ing some other person 
by teasing him. Now at the mo­ 
ment we tease another person, 
we consider him less important 
than we are, or try to kid our­ 
selv es and others that he is; and 
the more he is annoy ed or em 
ba da ssed as we tease him, the 
more sig ns thereby he g iv es us 
that he is inferior to us.

Don’t let y our adult relativ e* 
and friends tea se y our child. Bet­ 
ter to "break relations" than to 
permit such barbarity . 
Also y ou sh ould proh ibit ex ces­ 
siv e teasing by one ch ild of anoth ­ 
er. if y ou can. But th is is not easy . 
Punish ment is only a temporary 
measure. You need to work on th e 
subtle cause of th e teasing—some 
aspect of jealousy , a feeling by th e 
teaser th at h e doesn’t get as much 
attention 
and 
approv al, 
doesn’t 
rate in th e family group as well as 
th e broth er or sister h e teases: or 
h is fears th at h e migh t lose 
th e 
fav ored place h e already h as. 
Usually th e teaser is th e eld­ 
est ch ild or one nex t to th e baby . 
By teasing h e gains a feeling of 
self importance; and th e more th e 
ch ild wh o is teased is annoy ed, th e 
greater th e satisfaction th e teaser 
gains. Ev en wh en punish ed for h is 
teaming, h e may get increased at­ 
tention, wh ich h e may consider far 
better th an little or none at all. 
Occasionally a y oung er child 
will tea se an older one and g et 
the older ang ry enoug h to harm 
the tea ser, so the latter can ta t­ 
tle on the older and enjoy seeing 
him punished. Most tattling Is a 
kind of teasing with a purpose 
(usually unconscious) to g ain a 
feeling of superiority . 
Th ough most parents ex pect th e 
older ch ild alway s to giv e up lo 
th e y ounger, th e y ounger often is 
th e teaser or aggressor. Let’s pro­ 
tect th e older ch ild from th e bar­ 
barism of th e baby .

You and I and our children con­ 
stantly strive to

One way we have, when we are 
not watching ourselves, of g a m ­ 
ing feelings of self-importance, is 
by annoying some other person 
by teasing him. Now at the mo­ 
ment we tease 
another person, 
we consider him less important 
than we are, or try to kid our­ 
selves and others that he is; and 
the more he is annoyed or em 
barrassed as we tease him. the 
more signs thereby he gives 
us 
that he is inferior to us. 


Accordingly, the husband takes a

The adult who finds better ways to 
feel important doesn’t do this, but 
gains pleasure from watching the 
child develop as a 
happy 
person 
and contributes to this develop­ 
ment. 
Don't let your adult relative* 
and friends tease your child. Bet­ 
ter to “ break relations” than to 
permit such barbarity. 


Also you should prohibit 
e x ces­ 
sive teasing by one child of anoth­ 
er, if you can. But this is not easy. 
Punishment is only 
a 
tem porary 
measure. You need to work on the 
subtle cause of the teasing—som e 
aspect of jealousy,'a feeling by the 
teaser that he doesn’t get as much 
attention 
and 
approval, 
doesn't 
rate in the family group as well as 
the brother or sister he teases: or 
his fears that he might lose 
the 
favored place he already has. 
Usually the teaser is the eld­ 
est child or one next to the baby. 
By teasing he gains a feeling of 
self im portance; and the more the 
child who is teased is annoyed, the 
greater the satisfaction the te aser 
gains Even when punished for his 
teasing, he m ay get increased a t ­ 
tention. which he m ay consider far 
better than little or none at all. 
Occasionally a younger child 
will tease an older one and get 
the older angry enough to harm 
the teaser, so the latter can tat­ 
tle on the older and enjoy seeing 
him punished. Most tattling is a 
kind of teasing with a purpose 
(usually unconscious) to gain 
a 
feeling of superiority. 
Though most parents expect the 
older child always to give up to 
the younger, the younger often is 
the te aser or aggressor. Let's pro­ 
tect the older child from the b a r ­ 
barism of the baby.

I HAVE B E F O R E me an e d u c a ­ 
tional booklet published by a lead­ 
ing church. It denounces the profit 
motive and rails for the elimination 
of the profit system. This booklet 
says: “ The profit motive tends to 
excite the exploitive impulses, glor- 


I ifies selfishness and 
r e w a r d s 
graft.” It recom m ends a “ profit­ 
less” production - for - use system 
with the government owning 
and 
operating the facilities of produc­ 
tion and distribution, precisely as 


is advocated by Thomas and F ost­ 
er. 
In most cases such attacks 
on 
our

in 
church literature stem 
from 
sin­ 
cere hut misguided idealism am ong 
the clergy or whoever writes the 
literature 
However, 
some of 
it 
comes from calculating 
conspira­ 
tors. All of it helps push America 
along toward the objectives of So­ 
cialist 
Thomas 
and 
Com munist 
Foster. 
The few churchm en who open­ 
ly attack the profit motive con­ 
tend that it is lint hristian. out of 
harmony with the teachings 
of 
the Bible. In this they m is re p re ­ 
sent the Bible. 
The profit motive m ay be said to 
be one of God s own laws. 
In 
a 
sense it is the “ reward motive,” 
operating within the natural law of 
compensation which is basic in eco­ 
nomics and in our spiritual 
life. 
Ralph Waldo Emerson 
wrote, 
on 
the Law of Compensation: “ Hum 
an labor, through all 
its 
forms, 
from the sharpening of a stake to 
the construction of a 
city or an 
epic, is one im m en se illustration of 
the perfect 
compensation 
of 
the 
universe. The absolute balance of 
Give and Take, the doctrine that 
everything has its price, is not less 
sublime in the columns of a ledger 
than in the budgets of states, in 
the laws of light and darkness, in 
all the action an d reaction of n at­ 
ure.” 
Jesus 
said 
(M ark 
10:28 30): 
“ There is no m an that hath left 
house, or brethren, or sisters, or 
father, or mother, or wife, or chil­ 
dren. or lands, for my sake, and 
the gospel’s, but he shall receive a 
hundredfold now in this time, hous­ 
es. and brethren, and sisters, and 
mothers and children and lands. . . 
. .” The Master here was speaking 
specifically of m aterial profits—-a 
hundredfold!

people 
( J a m e s 
4:13-16) were 
boasting that they 
were going into the city to buy and 
sell and m ake profit for a year, and 
the apostle addre ssed them thus: 


“ Ye know not what shall be on the 
morrow. Ye ought to say, 
If the 
Lord will, we shall live, and do this 
or that. . .” The rebuke was for 


ignoring the power of God over 


their lives; no criticism was made 


of the avowed plan to m ake profit. 


The Bible teaches that the Chris­ 
tian use of profits requires s h a r ­ 


ing. And yet here again the Law 
of Compensation is shown to rule: 
the m a n who does not share his 
good fortune with another misses 
the spiritual rew ards which are far 
g re a te r than the material ones. 
Nowhere in the Bible is there a 
suggestion that a person should be 
forced—by another 
individual, or 
an organization, or the government 
—to sh a re his earnin gs or his s a v ­ 
ings. Force is not a tool for m a k ­ 
ing Christians, And the profit mo­ 
tive is not a m a n-m ade law; it is 
the driving incentive in the spirit­ 
ual as well as the 
m aterial 
life. 
Heaven itself is the rew ard for a 
Christian life.

The Office of Price Stabilization 
has authorized soft drink dealers to 
adjust their prices to include some 
new' cost increases. 
Cly de C. McBee, directo r o f the 
Co lumbus district PS a id that 
the new regulatio n

He stated further that the soft 
drink regulation permitted bottlers 
of 6 to 12 ounce bottle sizes of soft 
drinks to increase their wholesale 
price by a maximum of 16 cents 
for a case of 24 bottles, providing 
the resultant price did not exceed 
96 cents. 
However, retailers could not in­ 
crease their prices to 6 cents a bot­ 
tle, unless the price to them was 
increased to % cents for a case, or 
by the 16 cent a case maximum 
increase permitted bottlers.

He stated further that the soft 
drink regulation permitted bottlers 
of 6 to 12 ounce bottle sizes ot soft 
drinks to increase their wholesale 
price by a maximum of 16 cents 
for a case of 24 bottles, providing 
the resultant price did not exceed 
96 cents. 
However, retailers could not in-1 
crease their prices to 6 cents a bot­ 
tle, unless the price to them was 
increased to 96 cents for a case, or 
by the 16 cent a case maximum 
increase permitted bottlers.

McBEE SAID, that some retail­ 
ers have been caught in a

‘ squeeze'’ where bottlers have in 
creased prices bv less than the full 
amount permitted.
